A letter has been received 
by Altona Shire Council 
from Altona State School com-~ 
mittee: Recommending the es- 
tablishment of a Children’s 
Traffic School in the, Footscray; 
Sunshine and Altona districts, 
and requesting the Council to 
five consic jeration to such a 
school.” A letter from the 
‘Police Department regarding 
equipment etc. was tabled

I am sorry for the delay in 
answering your, letter, but & 
have been endeavouring to ob- 
tain some up-to-date figures on 
the cost of various equipment 
needed to establish a ‘Traffic 
School. 

The Traffic School at Kew 
sost approximately £3000 to es- 
tatfish and at present it is 
manned by First Constable J. 
Dows of this office, with the 
assistance of a Police Cadet. 

Children are whrought from 
various schools by bus, the cost 
of which is paid by the Govern-~ 
ment. Bookings are made by 
First Constable Dows, who in-~ 
terviews the Head Masters at 
their schools or, in some cases, 
the Head Masters themselves re~ 
quest tuition at the school. 

Equipment needed is a replica 


of ali the road signs encounter~ 


ed on the roads and includes 
traffic lights (at. Kew they are 
12 volt SEC). The lights can he 
purchased from McKenzie Hol- 
land, who make _ signalling 
equipment. Signs at Kew are 
half normal .size and are: made 
from 1/8th inch steel. Roads 
need to be of concrete or some 


similar surface, at least 10 feet 





wide and footpaths should he 
included at least at foot cross- 
ings. A loud speaker is an jm- 
portant item. 


Children at Kew are given a 
tour of the Traffic School with 
a talk on the various-signs and 
their uses and then they use a 
Malvern Star trike or bicycle to 


‘ride around. They are kept 


under close scrutiny by both 
First Constable Dows and the 
Police Cadet. When they finish 
they are given some small ar- 
ticle advertising Roaa Safety. 
The complete class is taken at 
the one time so they, may all 
receive instruction together and 
to prevent the teacher having a 
divided class. 

Since receiving your letter, we 
have heard that there are moves 
afoot to have a Traffic School 
established at Footscray and 
perhaps you could combine with 
them. 

Hncitosed you: will find two 
copies of plans for a Traffic 
School. 

I would like to suggest that 
if you or one of your members 
could visit the Kew Traffic 
School, First Constable ‘Dows 
would be only too pleased: to 
talk aver anything you wish to

Advising that every effert will 
be made to have -completed by 
February, 1961, the Traffic 
Schoo] being established by the 
Rotary Club of Essendon in 
Montgomery Park in Albion in 
the City of Essendon. ‘The 


Police Public Relations Officer 
is of opinion that only three 
schools are necessary for the 
metropolis and this proposed 
school will be ideally located. 
Permission is sought to use the 
name of Altona Shire in 
further support of the appli- 
cation to the Chief Commission- 
er of Police for a constable to 
control the school which is esti- 
mated to cost £1400. 

-Commenting, shire secretary, 
Mr Waters, said the Essendon 
Rotary Club would appreciate 
the Council’s blessing on this . 
project even though it knows 
that as population of the west- 
ern suburbs of Sunshine and 
Altona increase there will be 
the need for a separate trafiic 
school in that area. It will be 
recalled that some time ago the 
Council approached neigi:horing 
Councils with a view to a joint 
establishment of a traffic school 
but with little success.

as Warnings of the need for 
calling the doctor. Any pain in 
the chest or back which accom- 
panies cough may he a danger 
signal and a rise of the hody 
temperature over 101 degrees 
warrants medical attention. 


Recurrent mild coughs § are 
not to be regarded lightly and 
where even a moderate cough 
tends to persist it is wise to 
have a doctor’s opinion as ‘to 
its cause and the reason for its 
persistence. 


The cough associated with 
pneumonia is of course, a more 
serious form of respiratory in- 
fection. than the ordinary pron- 
chial cough. Pneumonia may 
follow a cold or it may develop 
very suddenly and with no pre- 
vious warning. If the tempera- 
ture rises above 102 degrees, if 
the breathing becomes rapid 
and there is a cough then pneu- 
monia is to be suspected and 
medical help, should be sought 
urgently. 1 


With most cases of pneu- 
monia the modern drugs at the 
disposal of the doctor bring the 
disease rapidly under control. 
However pneumonia can do 
harm very quickly so that it is 
of the utmost importance that 
medical attention be given at 
the eariest possible stage. 

Ever. the hest of modern 
drugs need time to do their. 
work. Always remember that 
the doctor’s most useful ally is 
time, and this fact has special 
force in connection with pneu- 
monia. 


Reverting to the subject of 
coughs and sore throat gener- 
ally there are several irritating 
factors which are liable to ag- 
gravate sore throat or  bron- 
chial tubes. Inhalation of pun- 
gent industrial fumes or dusts 
will add to existing soreness or 
irritation. 

Nor is the smoke from pipes 
or cigarettes to be disregarded 
as an ageravting infiuence. It 
is desirable, although by 
means usuaf for smoking to 
be discontiAued while there is 
any respy atory infection. Even 
occasional smoking may be suf- 
ficient Ao cause throat or bron- 
chialArritation to persist. 


Vhile such things as those we 
“ave mentioned, dust, fumes, 
smoke, are irritants, the inhala- 
tion of some kinds of vapors 
exert a soothing effect. Espec- 
ially in cases in ‘ which the 
cough is harsh and wunproduc- 
tive the inhalation of steam 
from a jug containing hot 
water and a little Friar’s Bal- 
sam often allays irritation and 
consequently the tendency to 
cough. 

It is helpful in cases of 
kind to have the air in 
room rendered  slightty moist 
by having a kettle gently 
steaming on the fire or rad- 
iator. Over dry air, in many 
eases seems to irritate the 
mucous surfaces of, the respir- 
atory organs.
